London —Reports have reached her«* 
of the discovery neur Luxor, Egypt, 
of a tomb which contained one of the 
most 
valuable collections of predy 
iiastle implements and ornaments ever 
found 
The tomb contained tin* dried 
up 
1ns of a man lying lu Liu* semi 
* 
ilc position. 
’ 
in* Neolithic Egyptians did not 
embalm their dead, the body was near­ 
ly crumbled up from the weight of a 
stone slab which had been dislodged 
from 11h position as the covering of 
the tomb. 
W ith the body were found 
a unique double-edged bronze sword 
in such an excellent state of preserva­ 
tion that the cutting edge remains 
sharp; several long arrow heads, also 
in bronze; two gold hair rings, and a 
lot of tho well-known prcdynastlc pot 
tery. 
The tomb was probably that of one 
of the warriors of tin* first dynasty, 
during which period the use »if bronze 
was discovered In upper Egypt 
Ac 
cording to this theory the body is 
about C,O0O years old. 


EASY TO CHANGE THE SCENT 


Clever Girl H as Devised Sachet That 
W ill Outlast Those in Common 
Use at Present. 


The great trouble of the handsome 
silk sachets is that when the scent 
fails they must either be d is c a r d e d or 
remade. 
A cl»*v«*r young girl who is 
fond of orris root among her belong­ 
ings has overcome this difficulty In a 


11mpit* manner. 
She 
makes 
her sachet 
casts of 
strips of ribbon, weaving two or more 
colors together, Just as kindergarten 
children weave paper. 
The ribbon is 
cut In equal lengths, and as many 
pieces are necessary as the size of 
the case requires. 
The beat way to 
guage tills is to <leci<l** on the size, 
then divide Its length by the width 
of the ribbon to show the number of 
pieces and cut each 
piece a little 
longer than th** width of the case. 
Ho mo times the ribbons aih* woven 
into a square, again they are made 
oblong. 
The 
stjuares 
arc 
effective 
when folded over into a triangle when 
finished. 
The 
sachet 
powder 
is 
sprinkled 
thickly on th»* she»*ts of cotton batting 
a little sm aller than the woven case 
and slipped inside. 
Instead of sewing 
it in, tlie ends of the cover are tied 
with narrow ribbon hows. 
These are 
put on according to the shape of tie* 
sachet, sometimes at tin* corners or 
if it Is quite large they must go on 
the stiles us well. 
The raw ends of ribbon left after 
weaving are turned under and fast­ 
ened with a small stitch,

Serviceable as

decorative 
cases can be woven In tones of brown 
and ecru or in two Bhados of old blue 
More delicate tones are of rose, pink 
and silver, lavender and pale corn- 
color, baby blue and whit»*.
